Supported software versions: ArcMap 10.2 or later. 

Recommended software versions: ArcMap 10.5.1 or later. 

 Open ArcCatalog (either stand alone or within a session of ArcMap). 

 Expand GIS Servers in the Catalog Tree. 

 Click on “Add WMS Server”  

 

 In the Add WMS Server dialog add the provided URL, User and Password provided from 

the registration process.  

 Click Ok. 
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 Under GIS Servers you will now have a new WMS Service of the Google Imagery for use 

in ArcMap. 

 
 

Additional Information 

 The WMS Service does not render near as fast as the WMTS. 

 

Known Esri issues (mostly prevalent when using older versions of ArcMap. I.e. 10.2): 

 Older versions of ArcMap do have known bugs consuming / rendering OGC WMS 

compliant services. Newer releases seemed fixed (used loosely). There might possibly be 

patches that exist which may need to be applied.
